A SPIRITED DEBATE IN THE HOUSE 
_OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


Mr. MorrisonjCalis Up:a Report that, When a General 

-Kension Bill is Passed, Means of Raising Money 

_ te Meet it May be Attached to the 
‘Bill-A Heated Discussion Thereon 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—The speaker laid 
before the house nine messages from the presi- 
dent, announcing his disapproval of a like 
number of private pension bills, and they were 
referred to the committee on invalid pensions. 
Several of the president’s terse sentences and 
ironical suggestions were greeted with applause 
and laughter. 

Mr. Morrison said that last Thursday he had 
given notice that he would today move to go 
into committee of the whole on the tariff bill. 
He had no expectation now that any different 
result would be attained from that of Thurs- 
day last, and he, therefore, would not make 
the motion today. 

Mr. Morrison then called up asa privileged 
question the report of the committee on 
rules amending the rules so as toprovide that 
it shall be in order, when a general pension 
bill is reported to the house to attach thereto 
& provision raising the revenue necessary to 
meet the expenditure involved. In advoca- 
ting the proposition Mr. Morrison argued that 
its adoption was absolutely necessary unless 
congress was prepared to grant pensions and 
leave the government without means to pay 
them. Sincethe war the government had 
“paid out $800,000,000 in pensions. When it 

ad paid out $00,000,000 more there would be 
pensions yet to pay. It had been 
estimated when the arrears act was passed, in 
179, that it would cost $55,000,000. There 
bad alroady been paid out nearly $200,000,000, 
and by thetimethe act was fully executed 
there would have been paid out $260,000,000. 
Congress, at the present session, had passed 
the widows’ increase bil], and the house had 
passed the Mexican pension bill. It was esti- 
mated that these two measures would add to 
the annual pension list from tento hfteen 
million dollars. There were now pending in 
the house what was known as the dependent 
soldiers’ bill, to pension men who suffered in 

confederate prisons and are near limitation of 
the repeal bill. It was estimated that the re- 
peal bill would require an ex- 
of $222,000,000, anywhere 
from fifty to seventy-five millions of which 
must be paid in the first year. He need not 
again go over the question of revenue and the 
anxunt of surplus. The gentleman from 
New York, (Hiscock) and other gentlemen on 
both sides of the house had predicted for the 
next fiscal year there would be a deficit of 
$14,000,000. For himself. he thought that 
there would be a surplus, but certainly no 
surplus to com with the large number of 


pepsions asked. If his or the other 
gentlemen’s prediction should prove true, 
and these genereal pension bills 
should pass there would be no 
money to meet the first 


year’s payment. He thought that asa prin- 
ciple, in these timés of reckless appropria- 
tions—he meant other appropriations than 
pension appropriations—it would be safe to 
incorporate in every bill making a new appro- 
priation of any great sum a tax bill, and thus 
provide means for meeting the expenditure. 
He thought that it would add to the frugality 
of the administration. 

Mr. Reed, of Maine, said that he had listened 
with some interest to hear the reasons which 
bad governed the majority of the committee 
on rules in reporting the  propo- 
sition to change of rales. He 
admitted a desire to disguise it, but 
he was surprised tosee the action which the 
majority proposed to take. If there were 
anything in logic presented in favor ofa 
change, it would be equally applicable to all 
subjects of appropriation as well as that of 
pensions, and yet this rule was proposed to bs 
confined to pensions alone. What was the 
real Object and what wouli be the practical 

ffect of thisaction? 

There was not a practical man in the house 
‘who did not know that the proposed rule 
would be applied to fasten up onevery pen- 
sion bill some method of taxation which 
would prove obnexious to men who might be 
desirious of voting for the pension measure, 
Why was this invidious distinction made* 
The purpose was to saddle on the pension bills 
legisiation which would result inthe defeat 
of the bills themselves, and lesaw no suck 
.risis which demanded that the house should

to those who favored the first class. He, for 
one, was not willing to enter on such an in- 
vididus course as proposed by the gentleman 
from Illinois. 

Mr. Hiscock regarded the proposed rule as 
more than an attempt to make an invidious 
distinction against the pension bills. It was 
an attempt on the part of the gentleman from 
Illinois to avoid the responsibility of defeat of 
pension legislation. bya direct vote. Whon 
the pension bills were reported here and the 
gentleman desired that he and his 
friends should escape the responsibility 
o + direct _ vote against 
the bills, he would move an amendment levy- 
ingatax, andtheresult would be that the 
whole system, either of internal taxation or of 
customs taxation,would be forced in the house, 
and an endless debate would ensue. The result 
would be that all pension legislation would be 
defeated, and gentlemen who opposed such 
legislation would avoid the responsibility of 
voting directly against it. It was sail that it 
was proper that a pension bill should carry a 
pledge of aparticular fund forits payment. 
This was a strange position to be taken by tae 
gert'cman from Illinois. 

Mr. Randall—Have we not already pledged 
gold thatcomes into the treasury for the in- 
terest of bends? 

Mr. Hiscock—Yes, we have and that is the 
only pledge that congress has ever made of 
the revenues of the general government, It 
pledged its gold for the payment of the public 
debt when it was necessary to do it to sus- 
tain the public credit. When this govern- 
ment was striving for its very existence, when 
it was necessary to sustain our credit abroad 
to support our armies in the field, we pledged 
gvld that should be collected 
for the payment of the _ public 
debt, and I confess to surprise that this should 
be cited as a precedent for the measure. Have 
we reached that point that what we were 
obliged to do to maintain our credit in the 
markets of the world in the darkest days of 
the nation’s history, should be cited as a pre- 
cedent for a bill to pension soldiers? 

Mr. Hiscock then went on to quote from the 
democratic platform, which, he said, had been 
fremed by Mr, Morrison in favor of dedicating 
internal revenue to the relief of persons dis- 
stled in the line of duty in the wara of the 
republic and in the payment of such 
p-neions as congress may from time 
lo time grant to soldiers. A hundred and 
fifteen million dollars had been received from 

internal taxes and the pledge of the democra- 
cy was that this hnndred and fifteen millions 
should he devoted te the support of all sol- 
diets. Yet in the first congress since tho 
adoption of that platform the same distin- 
guished gentleman who reported that plank 
in the platform was found saying to soldiers, 
“we have not money enough to pay your pen- 
Fions and to carry out our pledge.

30 far as he knew, there was no gentleman on 
the floor who was not ready to do entire jus- 
tice to the soldiers. Some might differ as to 
the method or extent to which congress 
would go; none would differ on the proposition 
that if congress did grant pensions it ought 
honorably to provide money to pay them, The 
probable revenue and amount of appropriation 
approached equality. The pension list already 
required ecighty million dollars, and this 
proposition merely said that if congress added 
to that eighty million it should at the same 
time provide a way of payment. That was a 
manly, courageous way to doit. He had wit- 
nessed from time to time an‘ effort to get some 
political advantage for one party over tha 
other in connection with the pension claims. All 
such efforts should be dismissed. There should 
be ro doubt about the standing or parpose 
of any representative in this particular. The 
gentleman from New York (Hiscock) thougnt 
be had found danger in the opportunity for 
tariff legislation. The gentleman need not be 
uneasy about that. The supposition had no 
such object. Let not the house petiifog about 
this matter or venture, in the least, upon the 
realms of Gemagoguery. There had been 
enough of this heretofore and now ’et the 
house say deliberately that whenit voted pen- 
sions it would also vote taxation to meet 
them. 

Mr. McKinley held that if Mr. Mor~ison’s 
proposition had any meaning, it was a confes- 
sion to the house and country that the reve- 
nues were inadcquate to meet the just de- 
mands of pensions. If the governmeut had to 
resort to the taxation of incomes to pay pen- 
sions, then he favored an income tax for gen- 
eral purposes. 

Mr. Brumm, of Pennsylvania, referred to 
what hetermed the attempt of the demo- 
cratic party to foist upon congress a tariff bill 
and commented on the fact that upon the 
heels of the failure of that attempt, the chair- 
man ofthe committee on ways and means 
brought in the resolution which would ena- 
ble him to gain, by indireciion, what the gen- 
tleman from Pennsylvania (Randall) and 
other democrats who had stood with republi- 
cans, to prevent him from gaining directly. 
It was a cowardly effort todo what the gen- 
tleman had failed todo openly and above 
board. 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York, said that the 
democratic party had made two great pledges 
in its Chicago platform. One was that the 
democracy pledged itself to revise the tariff 
in a spirit of fairness to all interests. The 
other was that so long as the government con- 
tinued to levy wartaxes under the internal 
revenue system it would devote that money 
sacredly to the payment of pensions. These 
two pledges were honest, and the demo- 
cratic party coming into power was 
bound to fuifill them. Within a week it 
had attempted to begin the fulfillment of the 
first pledge, and by a combination between the 
men:bers on the other side and gentlemen on 
the demscratic side,‘ it had been prevented 
from going into that question. [Applause.] 
But the pledge was there, and democrats who 
combined with republicans to defeat the ful- 
fillment of that pledge were bound to see it 
«xecuted and heexpected to seethem and 
their distinguished leader, (Randall,) bringing 


a measure in the house which would 
enable the democrats to take up the 
question - in a spirit of fairness to 


all interests and revise the tariff and reduce 
the burden of taxation. The pending measure 
he held was in fulfillment of that pledge. It 
provided that money might be raised by 
special taxes or otherwise. The word “‘other- 
wise” was put there for the purpose of enabling 
the house to dedicate internal taxes to the 
payment of pensions 

Mr. Cannon offered an amendment of which 
he had given notice, but subsequently with- 
drawn, stating that he would rather havea 
direct vote on the proposition. 

Mr. Reed, of Maine, argued that the purpose 
of the proposition was to attach tariff legisla- 
tion to the pension bill, and inquired in a sar- 
castic manner what legislation on earth could 
stand a tariff discussion. 

Mr. Bragg, of Wisconsin, expressed his de- 
light at Mr. Reed’s reference to the failure of 
the bouse to consent to consider revenue bills, 

‘I am delighted,” he said, ‘‘because it shows 
what sort of contempt the republicans of this 
house feel for those who have been recreant to 
their faith and their pledges. While they are 
received with open arms and approbation for 
the act they have done, they are thoroughly 
despised for their political defection.’ [Loud 
applause on the democratic side | 

Ir. Randall—I did not intend to indulge in 
any further discussion of this subject and I 
would not, except for the language used by 
the gentleman from Wisconsin. I stand here, 
his peer in every respect, with convictions as 
pure as he can possibly have, [applause on the 
republican side, participated in by the demo- 
crats who followed in Mr. Randall’s lead 
Thursday last,}] and I have the courage to 
maintain them. How is this question? Some 
years ago, we had the same controversy, and I 
cast my vote then as I cast it on Thursday— 
from eonviction. I resisted anything that 
tended to free trade in the United States. and 
the lowering of wages to American Jaborers. 
[Applause on the republican side.] I was con- 
demned in some quarters for that vote. I 
went with the rest of you (addressing the 
d« mocratic side) tothe national convention, 
where I wastold that I would have no repub- 
lican to help me. What was the result of that 
convention? Does any man here attempt to 
say that the measure reported to this house by 
the committee on ways and means is 
in harmony with the spirit of that con- 
vention, or the enunciations of those who 
took the stump in its behalf? No, lam just 
today whereI stood then. I am in favor of a 
revision of the tariff and the lowering of the 
rates of duty, and the repeal, in part, of in- 
ternal taxes, upon which the ways and means 
committee of this house has denied any one 
tbe privilege of a vote. [Applause.] I have 
cnly to say tothe gentleman from Wisconsin 
that he has from me as much contemptas I 
can well send to him. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.| And I am ready to discuss 
with him the propriety of my course 
either here or in my own city, where the gen- 
tleman from New York (Hewitt) recently took 
oceasion togo. Linvite that gentleman from 
New York to come and partake of the canvass 
in my district in November next. { Laughter

I 
know this, that neither he nor any other man 
went on the stump in his state and declared in 
direction of the bill (asI conceive it to be 
from the committee on ways and means. se 
the contrary, Inotonly know that, but 
kuow I was invited there, and stumped your 


state in the exact line of the declarations I 
make here now. I know that when Governor 
Hill’s canvass came last fall you touk care to 
invite me again, and invited many other men 
who agree with me in their conception of that 
platform, and failed to invite any man to 
speak there who thought as you 
now declare. [Applause and casita The 
democratic majority of the state of New York 
increased from 1,000 in 1884 to 11,000 in 1885, 
and it was not on any free trade doctrine 
whatever. I declare that I am ready and will- 
ing to vote with anybody who will seek intel- 
ligently to reform the inequalities of the tariff. 
But how have we been met in this particular? 
We have had to take one particular 
billor nothing. It is asserted that we cannot 
put on the customs bill anything that looks to 
the 1epeal of internal taxation. I believe 
that internal taxation is unamerican and un- 
democratic. It was so pronounced by the fa- 
thers of our country and I shall never waver 
in seeking its repeal in part or in whole. 

Mr. Morrison—I do not intend to be driven 
away from the subject before the house, as 
the gentleman from Pennsylvania very we!! 
understands. Hevery well understands that 
I cannot go into the tariff question now. Itis 
true he claims that no bill is fairand in the 
spirit of the Chicago platform that does not 
present him an opportunity of voting on in- 
ternal revenue taxes, and again and again he 
meskes his promiseas to what he would do. 
Ard bere we are reproached by the other side 
because, at Chicago, we pledged ourselves 
against the repeal of internal taxes and in 
favor of a revision of the tariff. 

Mr. Henley of California—You are taking 
representations of the other side in arraign- 
ment of the democrats on this side who voted 
against you. 

Mr. Morrison—I am arraigning nobody, and 
the least of all the representative from Cali- 


fornia. [Applause and laughter on the 
cemocratic sidé. | am talking 
to a man whom he followed 
and invited me to speak here I 


shere with the gentleman from Pennsylvania 
in feeling that this subject does not belong 
here. Weare here for another purpese. But 
I will take an early occasion to reply in detail 
to what he has said, if he will only afford the 
eccasion and to prove that there is not a word 
of truth in bis promises. 

After short speeches upon the question be- 
fore the house by a few republican members, 
Mr. Morrison recurred to the subject of his 
controversy with the gentleman from Penn- 
sylvania (Mr. Randall) because the gentleman 
seemed to invite it, because in replying to the 
gentleman from Wisconsin (Mr. Bragg) he had 
gone out of his way to say that the proposition 
presented by the ways and means committee 
was not without the spirit of the 
Chicago platform. Hewished to call atten- 
tion to the the factthatin nearly every par- 
agraph of that platform, the democracy had 
pledged itself as a party to a reduction of the 
tariff taxes and especially declared in favor 
of thecontinuance of the internal revenue 


taxes. Thewar taxes remain substantially as 
they did at the close of the war, 
and the party promised a_ reduction, 


Yet the gentleman from Pennsylvania, not- 
withstanding the promise of reduction and his 
desire to keep faith with the platform, would 
not vote to consider the bill unless it gave him 
an opportunity to do that which he had 
pledged himself not todo. The gentleman 
knew that the Chicago platform required ad- 
ditions to the free list. Mr. Randall asked if 
the gentleman believed that President Cleve- 
land could have been elected if the conven- 
tion had declared for free, raw material ? 

Mr. Morrison replied that Mr. Cleveland 
would have gotten more votes than he did. 
He had not carried Ohio, anyhow, and had 
not carricd Pennsylvania by eighty thousand 
votee, and would not have carried them if the 
tariff on weol had been piled a mile high. If 
the democrats never voted to reduce the taxes 
until the gentleman from Pennsylvania voted 
that way it would never vote at all. Many of 
the gentlemen who had voted for the bill re- 
ported Ly the ways and means committee did 
not favor many of its provisions, yet they had 
voted for its consideration because the bil! 
would bring the whole subject before the house 
for consideration. The taxes could not be re- 
cuced unless the bill received consideration, 
and the gentlemen who refused to permit con- 
sideration were justly chargeable with a desire 
to keep taxes as they are. 

Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, observed that if the 
bare purpose now before the house raised such 
a storm,it would be impossible to say what 
the tariff question itself would do. 

Mr, Morrison retorted that if the repub- 
licans would give up their illicit in- 
tercourse with his side, then this 
pension matter would run along easily. 
{Laughter.} But the republicans seduced 
members on hisside into voting with them 
and reproached the democracy for failing to 
carry out its pledges. There was not an hon- 
«st manin the country who would suspect his 
(Morrison’s) vote on this or any other ques- 
tion, notwithstanding all the hard names that 
had been called, and the republicans were 
welcome to make all they could out of the 
charges, when applied tohim. if the arrears 
of pensions were to be paid, did not the gen- 
ilemen know that there was no money to pay 
them? Ifthe democrats had reduced taxes or 
if they had not been reduced at alland the 
proposition to grant arrears of pension should 
pass the house, the republicans knew—and if 
they had truth in them they would say so— 
that there would be no money to pay them 
next year. Ove of their men hadétold the 
house that it would be fourteen million dollars 
in debt. 

Mr. Hiscock, (rising)—Don’t you believe it? 

Mr. Morrison—I do not; I do not. 

Continuing he charged that the republicans 
wanted to keep a surplus in the treasury and 
yet stood up here and told the house they 
were paying pensions. The country did not 
believe them. This resolution enabled the 
house tolay on a tax to get money if it felt 
itself in duty bound to grant pensions, that it 
found itself without money to pay. If it, was 
left to the ways and means committee to get it 
in the regular way, the house would not con- 
sider it. [Applause on the deinocratic side. ] 

Mr. Morrison then moved the previous ques- 
tion on the adoption of the resolution. 

Mr. Reed moved, as a substitute, to lay the 
resolution on the table. 

The yeas and nays were ordered, and re- 
sulted in the defeat of Mr. Reed’s substitute— 
yeas 126, nays 139. 

Before the vote could be taken on the orig- 
inel motiocp, Mr. Reed moved adjournment, 
and the republicans, by dilatory tactics, man- 
aged to consume the time up to 5 o’clock, 
when, under the standing order, the house ad- 
journed amid an outburst of applause and de- 
risive laughter from the republicans.

“GLADSTONE’S TOUR. 


HIS RECEPTION BY THE PEOPLE AT 
GLASGOW. 


An Inimense Crowd Pack the Circus in Which the 
Gladstone Meeting is Held-— The Premier's 
Address on the Home Rule Principle— 
His Return to Hawarden—Notes.

Giaseow, June 22.—The arrival of Mr. 
and Mrs. Gladstone here today was the signal 
fora great demonstration. Thousands of peo- 
ple had awaited at the staion to greet{them and 
when the) alighted from the train and enter- 
ed théir carriage they were cheered and cheer- 
ed again by the enthusiastic multitude. 

Heftgler’s circus, in which Mr. Gladstone 
was announced to speak, was packed from 
floor to dome. 

Gilbert Beith, member of parliament for 
central Glasgow, was chairman of the meet- 
ing. Whenthe premier and his wife and

Mr. Gladstone upon rising said he was con- 
fident Glasgow would do true and solid lib- 
eral work at the coming elections. He would 
today deal with a pertion of the great Irish 
question which had hitherto been untouched, 
namely, that portion which particularly affect- 
cd Scotiand. He would take histext from 
the famous Dr. Chalmers, ‘who in 1818, re- 
ferred to the impossibility of crushing the 
Irish people, and added that the “‘almight y 
army .of kindness would be _irresisiible.”’ 
| Cheers. } 

Those words, the speaker said, were words 
of high Christian character. He asked his 
auditors to approach the question inspired 
vith such sentiments, He wished to deal with 
three points—the. security of Protestants in 
Ulster. argument deduced from the union of 
Scotland and England, and the question of 
home rule forScotland. [Cheers.] He denied 
tbat under the homerule bill Ireland would 
be an _ independent country. There 
were clauses that forbade Ireland 
to legisiate for the establishment or 
endowment of any religion. The Parnellites 
joyfully accepted the clause and, they had 
always proved that they were in favor of 
religious freedom. LKesides, the royal veto 
would remain. Therefore alarms were ground- 
less and frivolous. Lord Hartington com- 
plained that he made no advance on the Ul- 
ster proposals in the original scheme. Well, 
Lord Hartington made nocffort to help to doso 


again. Major Sanderson, in behalf of Orange- 
men, advanced the view that the 
majority of Irish should be compelled 


to adopt the will of the small minority. Mr. 
Parnell wanted the assistance of every Irish- 
man in the work of governing Ireland. The 
government was open to consider every rea- 
sronable proposal, if such could be desired, for 
the purpose of giving separate satisfaction to 
that portion of Ulster in which Protestantism 
prevails; but fears that the Catholics would 
persecute the north, where the Protestants 
were strong enough to protect themselves, 
were quite baseless. The union of England 
and Scotiand was essentially different from 
that of England and =MIreland. The 
fundamental difference was that Scotland was 
always able to hold herown. Scotland met 
England on a footing of equality, and the 
union with the lapse of time commended it- 
self to the minds and hearts of Scotchmen, 
whilst the entire lrish nation was against the 
union of that country with England. Now, 


ally satisfied with the union; but if a great 
majority of the people of Scotland wished to 
manage her local affairs, within her own bor- 
ders, did they think, if they arrived 
at a clear conclusion to that effect, 
that of 72 Scotch members of the house of com- 
mons, sixty united as one man in ademand for 
change, that England dare, or would wish _ to 
refusc§them. [Cries of “No!”’] He ridiculed 
the proposals of the national radical union, to 
leave undealt with the question of Irish local 
self government-—-a subject which was ripe for 
discussion, while the country dealt with local 
government for England and Scotland, a ques- 
tion which was not ripe for discussion. 
Mr. Gladstone thought that this proposed 
castiron uniformity of institutions for Eng- 
Jand, Scotland, Ireland and Wales was a bad, 
false,and vulgar principle. In dealing with 
the subject of local government, the special 
wants of different peoples must be considered, 
and the special history of those people.

“In God’s name, as you have failed, allow us 
to endeavor to govern ourselves.” : Scotland, 
the speaker continued, had always sent refor- 
mers to areformed parliament. Would she 
co soagain? [Cries of yes,| or would she send 
conservatives? If she choose the latter course, 
the responsibility would be hers, not his. 

In conclusion he appealed to his auditors to 
give their voice in favor of the work of peace 
aud justice, 

Mr. Gladstone’s closing words were hailed 
with loud and prolonged cheers. 

THE JOURNEY FROM GLASGOW. 

LONDON, June 22.—Mr. Gladstone’s jour- 
ney from the meeting ha)l to the railway sta- 
tion at Glasgow wasa grand triumphant pro- 
cession. His carriage was escorted by a body 
of police. Every point of vantage around the 
station had to be fought for. The streets were 
filled with a solid mass of humanity, shouting 
itself hoarse. Mr. Gladstone showed no sign 
of fatizuc. Onthe platform a splendid bou- 
quet wss presented to him and there was a 
rustle to shake hands with him as the 
train started. The countess of 
Aberdeen traveled on the same train, and af- 
ter a time joined the premier’s party. Crowds 
were at every station, and cheered the pre- 
mier aud calied for a speech. Mr. Gladstone, 
in most instances, returned a few words of 
thanks. At Carlisle he made a short speech 
in rejerence to the unionist candidate there. 
His reniarks were received with mingled 
cheering and hooting. 

At Preston there was a decidedly hostile 
element in the crowd. Cheers were given for 
Lord Salisbury and counter cheers for Mr. 
Gladstone and Earl Spencer. Chester was 
reached at midnight. Crowds were waiting at 
the station despite the lateness of the hour. 
The party arrived at Hawarden at one o’clock 
this morning, and received a hearty welcome 
from the villagers.

The French Senate Passesthe Bill—DeFrey- 
cinei’s Speech. 

PARIS, June 22 —In the debate on the expul- 
sion bill in the senate today, Premier DeF rey- 
cinet said that his government would not tol- 
erate another government in France, and 
would take the full responsibility for the ex- 
pulsion of the princes. He refuted the charge 
that the government was yielding to the ir- 
reconcilables. He declared that order was 
being maintained throughout France, even at 
Decazeville, where a recurrence of the recent 
disorders had been prevented. That was not 
the case in Belgium orin Great Britain. In 
conclusion, he deprecated the confiscation of 
the property of the princes, insisted that the 
common law would notapply to the princes 
and urged the necessity of republican union 
as of stpreme interest to the republic.

THE SAD STORY OF AN ENGLISH 
LADY. 


Mrs. Margaret Jones, the Founder of ti'@ First Nor- 
mal Schoolin America, While on B.°T Way 
from Englend to America, Becomes V !0- 
leutiy Insane—Childs’ Sad Errand. 


OswEco, June 22.—Twenty-five years Ag? 
Mrs. Margaret Jones, of London, founded th ® 
first normal school in America in this citys 
Recently the local board of the school 
to celebrate the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the founding of the school and invited Mrs. 
Jones to be present at the exerciseson July 7. 
She accepted the invitation and a shert time 
ago, accompanied by a maid, sailed from Liv- 
erpool. In mid-ocean she became violently 
insane and was with difficulty restrained from 
jumping overboard. On arriving in this 
country Dr. Sheldon, principal of the Oswege 
normal school, went on shipboard to meet 
ber and was greeted by Mrs. 
Jones as a white-haired old sin- 
ner. Force had to be used to take her from 
the steamship. She was finally taken toa 
hotel. Her maid strongly favored an immedi- 
ate return to England, but the local board and 
alumni had made every arrangement for her 
visit and Dr. Sheldon was of the opinion that 
with quietude and rest she would soon re- 
cover. She was accordingly brought to Oswe- 
go and taken to Dr. Sheldon’s home, but she 
grew rapidly worse and had to be watched 
constantly. Mrs. Jones remained here for 
several days under medical treatment, and 
the utmost endeavor was made to keep the 
matter secret. Very few of her friends knew 
of her arrival. Everything was done for her, 
but as no improvement was noticeaole it was 
decided to seud her home. 

Mrs. Jones oceupied a high sociai position in 
London, and was intimate with many promi- 
nent people in this country. A telegram 


. from Philadelphia a few days ago announced 


that when the steamship Lord Gough arrived 
there George W. Childs went to the wharf 
expecting to see a Mrs. Jones, a wealthy Lon- 
don lady, who was to have been his guest at 
his country seat, and was informed by the 
captain that Mrs. Jones had died and was 
buried at sea. Mr. Childs was reported to 
have been very much shocked over the affair, 
It is said here by those best informed that Mr. 
Childs’s expected guest and Mrs. Jones were 
the same persons, and that the true state of 
affairs was kept from him. Mrs, Jones was 
said to be a relative of Lord Caithness, who 
killed himself in New York about a year ago. 
Physicians who attended Mrs. Jones here have 
littleif any hopes of her recovery. Her hus- 
band has been informed of her condition.

A SUGAR FAILURE. 


Swift & Co., New York, 
Suspend. 

NEw YORK, June 22.—The suspension of H. 
H. Swift & Co.,.importers of sugars, at No. 66 
Pine street, this city, and at Pernambuco, is 
one of the most important business failures — 
that bas taken place ina longtime, The lia- 
bilities are about $1,000,000, which is more 
than equalled by the assetsof the firm. Thus 
far noassignment has been made, and efforts 
are in progress to effect a settlement with 
solicitorsand resume business at an early day. 
In the meantime the suspension is causing 
great excitementin the entire sugar trade of 
the city, and the fear is expressed that other 
embarrassments may follow. Much sympathy 
was expressed on the street today for the 
members of the suspended firm, One of the 
firm said today : 

‘‘We have been for over forty years in busi- 
ness, and cur firm is the last one of the old 
class of merchants who began to develop the 
capabilities of the sugar importing business, 
So far our creditors have been unanimous in 
their sympathy and good wishes. If we can 
tide over the next sixty days we will, I think, 
be safe. The market has been depressed by 
sugar refining strikes aud trade driven away. 
Now that they have resumed work,the demand 
will be increased.” 
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A COSTLY SUIT. 


A Charge of Incendiarism Against a Ship- 
inaster. 

MosiLkE, Ala., June 22,.—[Special.]—The. 
celebrated case of B. Moog against the Phenix 
Insurance company, resulted this afternoon in 
a verdict for the plaintiff. The case was for 
insurance on the brig Mary Allerton, burned 
off Mobile bay in December, 1551, The insur- 
ance company alleged a fraudulent cargo and 
incendiarism. The vessel was partly loaded 
with dummy casks of whisky and straw 
filled tobacco boxes, and evidence of incen- 
diarism was strong. Moog’s connection with 
wrong doing was, however, not shown.

Mr. MeRee, of Lowndes, with good seasons, 
will make ten thousand bashels of rough rice, 
one hundred and fifty bales of cotton, five 
thousand bushels of corn,two theusand dollars 
worth of melons and syrup, potatoes and meat 
in abundance. 


Amanda Neal, a colored woman living in one 
of Parker’s woodcn tenament houses in Way- 
cross, smothered her four months’ old infant to 
death on Tuesday morning last. It was at firat 
thought by'some that it'was intentionally done, 
but upon investigation it was ascertained that 
it was accidental. 

Last Friday the hands of Mr. W. Z. Burt, 
in Marion county, captured an alligator 4! 
feet long on the Gevena road. The alligator 
when captured was a distance of two or three 
miles from any branch. The negroes have a 
show every night at the expense of the alliga- 
tor, which they have tied to a tree. 

The Toccoa News thinks that “rice culture 
in White couuty could be made a profitable 
business. A good acre would make one 
hundred bushels. This rice when cleaned 
would weigh thirty pounds to the bushel 
which would be threethousand pounds; and 
rice will bring any where five cents per pound 
which would be one hundred and fifty dollars 
on one acre.Would it not be wellfor the farm- 
ers to turn their attention more largely to the 
cultivation of this product?

Last Saturday night about two o’clock a fire 
broke outin a building on Broad street, and 
before the tlames were extinguished seven 
buildings were consumed, consisting of those 
stores from the corner of Fifth street east to 
Dean. Whaley & Co.’s old store. These were 
all smali buildings, and the damages are esti- 
mated to be about $10,000 or $12,000. The 
heaviest loser was probably Edmundson & 
Ewing, whose léss was about 32,500. There 
was no insurance upon any of the property that 
was destroyed,

Iwant you, my friend, to know 
Worth is named for the grandest general who won 
honer and glory in Mexico, General William 
Worth, and our little village after his good lady: 
aud I, the youngest chap in First Georgia regiment, 
followed Genera! Worth’s white plumes for twelve 
months. Don’ttreatus so cavalierly any more. 
Put Worth front and come down, for we are grow- 
ing grand and great daily; and don’t leave me out 
in guech a way, for I feel my dignity—appointed 
frst by my people unavimously, and then by con 
gressiona! convention, chairman of execntive 
committee of Worth county. We feel bad at your 
slight, knowing what we are, but we will forgive 
you, if you will do so no more. 

The Griffin News records the death of Judge 
A.G.Murray, which occurred ats o'clock 
Saturday night from the effects of paralysis, 
with which he was stricken onthe 3lst of 
May. Judge Murray at the time of his death 
was 75 yearsof age, having been born near 
Richmond, Va.,in 1808. In 1816 his father 
moved to Oglethorpe county, Ga., and there 
resided until 1520, when he wentto Henry 
county, and there raised a family of seven 
children, Alexander G. beiug the second off- 
spring. Judge Murray lived in McDonough, 
Henry county, and practiced law with the late 
Hon. L. J. Glenn, as partner until 1845, when 
he moved to Griffin. For eight years Judge 
Murray was clerk of superior court of Henry 
county, and for a number of years was judge of 
the inferior court of this county, holding both 
positions to his honor and credit. In 1838 he 
was married to Miss Martha Weems, daughter 
of Mr. Samuel Weems, of Henry county, who 
has for forty-eight years made him a devoted 
and constant wife, and stillsurvives him. Af- 
ter his removal to Griftin he embarked in the 
newspaper enterprise, and in 1846 he published 
the American Whig, and in 1849, when the 
whig party desolved, he changed its name to 
the American Union; but at the beginning of 
the war, when popular sentiment was against 
the union of states, hechanged the name of 
his paper to the Southern Union, and contin- 
ued it underthat name until he was forced 
to discontinue its publication on account of 
his unbion_ procliyities, in 1863. Jasi 
after the war he resumed the publica. 
tion of the American Union, but soon sold 
out the othce to J. Clarke Swayze, who re- 
moved the office to Macon. About this time 
the bankrupt law was enacted and he was ap- 
pointed registrar, which position he held until 
the law was repealed. Since that time he has 
by reason of infirmities led a quiet life and 
embarked in no public enterprise. While 
Judgo Murray’s politics differed trom the 
major sentiment of the state, he was esteemed 
by both parties as a gentleman who was pure 
and true to his principles. Jadge Murray 
raised a family of two sonsand four daughters, 
who live as a monument to his teachings—up- 
right, honorable lives. Judge Murray lived a 
pure, Christian life, having joined the Meth- 
odist church over sixty years ago in Henry 
county, and one of his Christian prayers, by 
his acts, seemed to be to ‘‘do unto others a3 he 
would be done by.’’

THE TORMENT THEY ENDURE UPON 
THE RAI LROADS. 
een 
U ppleasant Bxperiences of the Victims of Railroad 
Acotdents-Commissioner J. T. Henderson Tells 


Yesterday afternoon, several gentlemen in 
the department of agriculture at the capital 
were discussing railroad accidents. 

Commiesioner Henderson, who knows how 
to tell a good story, remarked that those who 
had suffered in railroad accidents were never 
able to rid themselves of the apprehension that 
they would suffer again. 

“The other day,” he said, “I took the fast 
train on the Georgia railroad for Augusta. 
After we passed Decatur the speed was at the 
rate of about,thirty-five milesan hour. I no- 
ticed a man in a seat in frontef me who was 
plainly disturbed about something. He would 
look out of the window a moment, and then 
he would clutch the arm of his seat as if fear- 
ing that he would fall out. This performance 
was repeated so often that I began to think 
the man was sick. Finally, however, I de- 
cided that he must have been, at some time, a 
sufferer in a railrodd accident. About the 
time that I arrived at this decision, 

HE LEFT HIS SEAT 
and walked back and sat down by me. 

“*Look here,’ he said, ‘don’t you think the 
opgineer of this train is running wildly?’ 

* “Why? I inquired. 

“Well, because he is running so rapidly. 
Just look at this car. It rockslikea cradie, -I 
believe the engineer is drunk.’ 

“Then the man became very much excited. 


' He jumped up and said: 


**The engineer is drunk, sure’s you ‘re born. 
It cought to be looked into at once, and some- 
body clse should be placed in charge of the en- 

ine.’ 

“*Why, my friend,’ said I, ‘the train is 
running at its usual rate of speed, amd thére 
is no occasion for alarm.’ 

"What is the usual rate of speed?’ he in- 
guired 

“Thirty-five miles an hour.’ ; 

“Dy reply seemed to calm him, and he sat 
down and began to 

READ A NEWSPAPER. 
Satisfied that he had suffered ina railroad 
accident, I said to him: 

“*You must have been in a railroad 
dent, some time ago?’ 

“*You are right,’ he replied, ‘I was. Two 
rears ago I was on atrain which ranoff the 
track and tumbled down an embankment, and 
Ihave never since takena railroad journey 
with any kind of ease.’”’ 

Colonel Mark Harden was present, and while 
Judge Henderson was telling his story, he 
was obreved to rub himself in divers places. 
At the conclusion of the story, he said: 

“I can sympathize with that fellow. You 
know I was in an accident onthe Piedmont air 
line, some time ago. The sleoper I was in 
jumped the track and tumbled down an em- 
bankment, and { was badly hurt. Well, I 
never thought that my unfortunate experience 
would prevent my enjoying future railroad 
journeys,

BUT I WAS MISTAKEN, 

“A few days ago, I-took a train on the Wes- 
tern and Atlantic railroad, intending to go to 
Rome. I felt no apprehension until well out 
of Atlanta, and then I found that I grew more 
and more uneasy asthe speed of the train in- 
creased. ] stood the worry until the train 
reached Bolton, six miles from Atlanta, and 
then I got out and returned tothe city.” 

Another member of the party related an inci- 
dent which came under his notice last Sunday. 

“I was on my way to Chattanooga,” he said, 
“by the East Tennessee, Virginiafand Georgia 
railroad. On the train wasa young fellow 
from New York, who was traveling through 
the south for the fun of thething. About sev- 


en miles from Chattanooga, a tunnel caved in 


sometime ago, necessitating an arrangement 
with the Western and Atlantic railroad by 
which the trainsof the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railroad switch off 
UPON THE TRACK OF THE FORMER 
to get into the city. Fifteen minutes are given 
in which to run the seven miles, If the train 
is slightly behind time, the run is a lively 
one. That was the case Sunday. The train 
rushed towards Chattanooga at a terrific 
rate of speed, causing the cars to rock about 
rather unpleasantly. The young fellow from 
New York turned as white as a sheet. He 
threw his arms over the back of the seat in 
front of him, and held on for dear life. When 
the train rolled into the depot at Chattanooga, 
he was trembling like a leaf. 

“‘W hat’s the matter?” I asked. 

“I was in a railroad accident once,’ he re- 
plied, “and have never since been able to en- 
joy rapid running.” 

“As I had never been in a railroad accident, 
I couldn’t sympathize with him, but I felt 
sorry for him, nevertheless.

FORREST AFTER THE WAR. 


How the Famous Chieftain Sought to Over- 
come His Lack of Education. 
From the Washington Critic. 
Your little anecdote of General Forrest and 
his proverbial defiance of the rules of English 
grammar, as told by Colonel McClure, appointment 


clerk for the post office department, reminds me » 


that while in Memphis shortly after the war and 
for several years I was brought into freqent associ- 
ation with General Forrest and knew him well. He 
was a good citizen and a true man. Nota soldier 
in the confederacy ever accepted the results of the 


war with greater honesty and manliness. 
He looked upon the new order of 
things as he would have looked upon 


a new revelation, and he seemea to 
genuine pride = the thought that as a citizen of 
the restored union it ve in his power to do some- 
wear > however humbie it might be, toward re- 
building that which had been destroyed by the 
shock of war, and contributing o* hisown energy 
and industry to the common prosperity of the 
country. Hence he was always found a conserva- 
tor of the peace, always on the alert to keep his old 
companions in arms on their good behavior, and 
always furnishing in his own conduct an example 
that they might safely follow. In this way Bedford 
Forrest exerted a wide and beneficent influence 
among a class of men whom no other man ta West 
Tennessee could so nearly approach. What For- 
rest said was law and gospel ™ many men who 
were prone to pruly resentments. 

It was now he began to feel very keenly the want 
of education. He had the universal confidence of 
the business community and had been elected 
president of the Planters’ insurance company, a 
position which afforded him an ample salary, at 
tbe same time that his pene popularity and 
military celebrety made his selection for this im- 
aap eg trust advantageous to the company. But 

e did not choose to consider the place an honor- 
ary Sinecure. He conscientiously felt that, being 
the chief officer of the company, it was his duty to 
_jabor in all ways for its interests and to enlarge its 
business, Ant here began his real and 
only schooling. He not only devoted him- 
selt to a careful study of the principles of insur- 
ance and the details of its methods, often coming 
to the office of your correspondent with inquiries 
for information, and having no hesitation in ask- 
ing even the commonest questions, but he also 
took up the rudimentary English studies, gram- 
mar, arithmetic and geography, that he might 
better equip himself forthe duties before him. 
He realized the disadvantages at which an igno- 
rant man was placed, and, though well along in 
vears, worked hard and faitnfully as any school- 
boy ever did to overcome them. I was much im- 
essed with the man’s earnestness and zeal, and 
earned to admire the excellent qualities 
of head and heart. He threw all his antecedents 
behind him and looked only to the future. He was 
& man new-born, brave as a lion, yet simple-mind- 
edasachild. The rugged uncouthness of his na- 
ture, so terrible in war, gradually faded away in 
the benigner atmosphere of peace. taf > yi he 
may have been was the result rather of circum- 
stances than of choice. Forrest was undoubtedly 
themaking of an uncommon man. Had his life 
been spared he would have demonstrated it con- 
spicuously to the country.

The Military Post at Atlanta. 

As has already been set forth in these col- 
umns, the plans, estimates and bids for 
building a ten-company post in Atlanta 
have been referred back to the secretary of 
war for consideration. Under the cireum- 
stances, we believe it is in the power of our 
senators and representatives to secure an in- 
crease in the appropriation and thereby gain 
for the government.and for Atlanta build- 
ings of a permanent character. This will be 
in the interests of economy, for if the money 
now available for building purposes is to be 
depended on to complete the work, the 
structures will be of wood, and of a frail 
character, so much so that an additional 
sum will have to be appropriated every year 
for repairs and improvements. 

For the sum of $500,000 a ten-company 
post can be built on the government site 
near Atlanta that will be a model ef dura- 
bility and comfort. All the necessary esti- 
mates and plans looking to this desirable 
end have been made by Captain J. W. Ja- 
cobs, and these estimates and plans, together 
with all the necessary facts, are now in the 
hands of the secretary of war for his consid- 
eration. 

Action cannot be long delayed, ani it is 
to be hoped that our senators and Congress- 
man Hammond will invite the attention of 

_ the secretary tothe necessity, as well as the 
economy of making permanent improve- 
ments on the government site near Atlanta. 
A ten-company postis to be built—that much 
has heen decided on, and it seems to us that 
it would require very little argument to con- 
vince the secretary that it would be in the 
direction of economy to make the necessary 
buildings as durable and as comfortable as 
possible, | 

If an appropriation of the necessary fdinds 
is not immediately available, it would prob- 
ably be an easy matter for the plans to be so 
altered as to permit.a substantial beginning 
to be made, so that there shall be a solid and 
permanent basis for further improvements 
when additional funds become available. A

A Delirious Mystery.

The case will be argued on the 2th, and 
it will tax the lawyers to the utmost to ex- 
plain how the professor was at the same 
time a bachelor and a married man; a con- 
vict at Sing Sing, and a totrist in [Europe 
during the period of his confinement; 
an ignorant boatman unable to read and 
write, and yet a graduate of the University 
of Edinburgh, and a learned anatomist. 
How the mystery will be unraveled it is im- 
possible to predict. The case reminds one 
of Robert’ Louis Stevenson’s strange story 
of Mr. Hyde and Dr. Jekyll. If the wit- 
nesses al] tell the truth, Darling must have 
had adual existenco. 
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Upnpatriotic Reformers. 

In England, as in this country, the cause 
of temperance is injured by cranks who ad- 
vocate impracticable methods. Just now 
the all-important question in Great Britain 
is the indorsement or rejection of the home 
rule policy. This measure involves more 
than local self-government for ‘trefand. 
Back of it looms up local self-government 
for every part of the British empire. 

At such a time it is the duty of every 
Briton to vote intelligently and conscien- 
tiously on the issue of the hour. The tem- 
perance leaders, however, fail to appreciate 
the magnitude of the home-rule question. 
They are inclined to underrate it. They 
claim that prohibition should have prece- 
dence of all other matters, and urge their 
followers to ignore home-rule when they 
go to the polls, keeping an eye single to the 
election of prohibitionists, without regard to 
their politics. This is more than fanati- 
cism ; it is lunacy. 

Of course the frantic efforts of these im- 
practicable reformers will not thrust out of 
sight the crowning issue, but the effect will 
be injurious to the cause of prohibition. We 
have in the United States cranky reformers 
who are fully as wild as their English breth- 
ren. They are trying to force prohibition 
into polities, and in order to win they would 
sel] out to either the democrats or the re- 
publicans, or perhaps put a socialistic plank 
in their platform. The prohibitionists 
should get rid of their politicians. A veteran 
politician is at best a very suspicious prohi- 
bitionist. 

Civilization and Insanity. 

It. is frequently said that insanity and 
suicide are on the increase, and readers of 
the daily newspapers areinclined to accept 
the statement without questioning it. One 
theory is that the rapid rush of our civiliza- 
tion is responsible for the afflictions of these 
unfortunates. It is the old story. The 
strong survive, and the weak perish by the 
wayside. 

Do the facts sustain this gloomy view? The 
point is made that the insane are better cared 
for now, and we therefore hear of more eases. 
Half acentary ago lunatics who were not 
actually dangerous were not shut up in 
asylums, As asylums multiplied the statis-

Dr. William A. Hammond and Dr. McDon- 
ald, the present generation has no dispropor- 
tionate number of lunatics. That the influ- 
ence of civilization is in favor of sanity is 
supported by the fact that the average 


‘length of human life has increased three 


years and a half in the past hundred years. 
Life is more comfortable even for the masses 
than it wasa century ago, and where com- 
fort exists there is less mental trouble. This 


: 
view is not fanciful; it is simply a fair pre- 


sentation of the bright side of life, and it 
would be easy to back it up with a mass of 
statistics, 


Spain and Cuba. 

Our dispatches announce that Spain has 
placed on record her solemn refusal to graut 
autonomy to Cuba. 

This sounds like a very old piece of news, 
Nobody expects Spain to grant autonomy or 
any other good thing to Cuba, When Cuba 
secures anything worth having from Spain, 
she will have to take it by force. 

For nearly four hundred years the Span- 
ish government has oppressed, taxed and 
plundered the ‘‘ever-faithful isle’’ without 
mercy. There is no doubt that this policy 
will be pursued to the end of the chapter— 
that is, until the Cubans make a successful 
break for liberty. 

The rebellion of 1868 was an indication of 
what the islanders could do when their blood 
wasup. They continued their struggle for 
ten years and forced Spain to pour out 
blood and treasure-like water. 

It may be that another outbreak is im- 
pending. The airis filled with ramors. 
The action of the Spanish government, sum- 
marized in the cablegram, gives color to the 
rumors. Itis reported that the Cuban revo- 
lutionary generals, Maximo Gomez, Roderi- 
quez and Carillo have made their head- 
quarters at Turk’s island, where 
they will make _ preparations for 
the campaign. Spanish gunboats are watch- 
ing themovements ofthese generals, and a 
vigilant gnard is kept in Cuban waters. The 
details of the projected movement have not 
leaked out, but there is considerable war 
talk. Cuba may make another failure, but

from the home government. The pearl of 
the Antilles has adorned the brow of the 
harridan of nations long enough. It is time 
for her to set up shopon her own account, 
and when she makes the attempt she will 
have legions of friends and sympathizers.

A Copy of a Cincinnati Paper Supposed to 
Have Caused the Trouble. 
From the Raleigh, N. C., Observer. 
Yesterday a reporter interviewed Mr. W. J. 
Hicks, who gave tome interesting news concern- 
ing the convict “‘strike’’ on the Pittsbore railroad. 


- Reviewing the whole affair Mr. Hicks said there 


were seventy-three convicts in the stockade. 
Phese struck Monday, declaring that they weuld 
never work any more. Thatnight Mr. Hicks ar- 
rived. Tuesday seven of the convicts worked and 
got their meals. Al) ate supper that day. Next 
morning, including cooks and stable hienda, twen- 
ty-five convicts ate breakfast. The remainder 
went breakfastless, dinnerless, supperless.. Thurs- 
day the twenty-five got their meals and at dinner- 
time the other forty-eizht ‘‘cayed in,’’ and that 
afternoon all were at work. The ring-leaders 
were discovered and were promptly decorated 
with jewelry, in the shape of balls and chains. 

Mr. Hicks states that they declare they found a 
oopy of the Cincinnati Gazette of June Sth, and 
read therein a statement that only prisoners con- 
fined for murder, or serving out life sentences, 
could be made to work; that all other prisoners 
were freemen. They had probably r the pro- 
ceedings of a labor union ane oy 2 or something of 
that sort, declaring that convict labor was not to 
be permitted, etc. This they, with their mmperfect 
knowledge, construed to mean that they were 
free. At least this is the supposition. Mr. Hicks 
ssys they firmly believed that they were free men. 
He explained their errorto them, and this had 
the best effect.

The Owners of the brewery have employed 
Messrs. Hoke Smith and W. T. Newman as 
council, and it is by their advice that the bus- 
iness will be continued. 


the sale of beer, nor will any attempt be made 
in any way to alter the plans heretofore pur- 
sued by the brewery. Beer will continue to 
be manufactured, and . 
IT WILL BE DELIVERED 

by delivery wagons to anybody in the city 
who may desire to buy it. In other words, 
the brewery will continue its business just as if 
the question of prohibition had never been 
heard of in Atlanta or anywhere else. 

Itis hoped by Messrs. Smith & Newman 
that the city and county authorities will not 
interfere with the brewery’s business, but if 
they should such interference will be resented 
in the courts, 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter ob- 
tained from Mr.Smith a statement of the 
grounds upon which the brewery claims the 
right to continue its business. 

“I wish it distinctly understood,” Mr. Smith 
said, ‘that the brewery Will do nothing which 
it has not the legal right to do. I would 
not, for an instant, think of advising the con- 
cern to violate the law; I simply advise it to 
do whatithasan undeniable legal right to 
do. It will 

MAINTAIN ITS LEGAL RIGHTs, 
that is all.” 

“What are its legal rights?’ 

“Why, to manufacture beer ani sell it. The 
fourteenth amendment tothe constitution of 
the United States declares that no citizen of 
any state shall be deprived of his life, liberty, 
or property without due process of law. The 
brewery has property valued at one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. For any other 
purpose than thé manufacture of beer, that 
property, at the highestestimate, would not 
be worth more than fifteen thousand dollars. 


to cease to manufacture and sell beer, it will 
suffer a dead less of at least one hundred and 
thirty-five thousand dollars. In other words, 
if prohibition closes the brewery’s business, 
it will in effect . 
CONFISCATE PROPERTY 

to the value of one hundred and thirty-five 
thousand dollars. Such a result will be a 
plain violation of the fourteenth amendment 
to the constitution. The local option law, 
under which Fulton county has voted to pro- 
hibit{the manufacture and sale of liquor, does 
not provide compensation for losses, such as 
the brewery would sustain shonld it be com- 
pelled to cease to use its plant. Compelling it 
to doso, therefore, would be depriving its 
owners of their property without due process 
of law.” 

“Has the question been decided in the 
courts?” 

“Yes,a question exactly similar has been 
decided by Judge Brewer, of the United 
States circuit court for Kansas. The decision 
does not deny the right of a state to prohlbit 
the mannfacture and sale of liquor—beer, in 
this instance—but it holds that where such 
prohibition entails 

A LOSS UPON THE PLANT, 
or property, of the manufacturer without pro- 
viding compensation, itis a violation of the 
fourteenth amendment, and, therefore, uncon- 
stitntional,”’ 

Mr. Smith read a decision of the United 
States supreme court in which the inference 
was that the court would sustain Judge Brew- 
er’s decision. Justice Miller, in the decision, 
intimated that he would be in favor of sustain- 
ing the decision; Justice Bradley virtually 
declared that he would do so whenever he 
should have to pass upon the question; and 
Justice Field unqualifiedly declared that “‘it 
was a wicked law which would so deprive the 
citizen of his property,” and that he would 
sustain the decision. 

“So you see,’ continued Mr. Smith, “that 
there is no doubt about the legal right of the 
brewery to continue its business; and, as I 
have aiready said, that is what it will do.’ 

AS TO THE KIMBALL HOUSE BAR, 

Messrs. Smith and Newman have not been 
specially retained as the counsel of its owners. 
The lessees of the Kimball house, however, 
are Mr. Smith’s clients, and he has advised 
them that they have the right to sell domestic 
wines. Consequently, it has been decided 
that the Kimball house bar will not be closed 
on the first of July, but that it will be used 
for the sale of domestic wines. 

The reporter inguired of Mr. Smith the 
meaning of the term, “domestic wines.” 

“That isa question,” Mr. Smith replied, 
‘‘and an interesting one. If it means wines 
manufactured in the United States, then the 
Kimball house bar, or any other bar, may sell 
California wines, North Carolina wines, or any 
other wines manufactured in this country. If 
it means wines manufactured in Georgia, then 
the local option law is 

CLEARLY UNCONSTITUTIONAL, 
and will certainly be so declared by the United 
States courts.” 

“Why, under the latter meaning, will the 
local option law be declared unconstitutional?” 

“Because, if by ‘domestic wines’ is meant 
wines manufactured in Georgia, the local op- 
tien law permits a discrimination in commerce 
In other 
words, under that meaning, the local option 
law is a violation of that section of the con- 
stitution of the United States which declares 
that no state shall makea law regulating inter- 
state commerce. Should a case be made against 
the owners of the Kimball house bar for sell- 
ing wines other than those manufactured iu 
Georgia and should punish them for doing it, 
and the state courts should declare the pun- 
ishment just, that would be a declaration that 
‘domestic wines’ means wines manufactured 
in Georgia. It would then be an easy matter 
to have the local option law declared uncon- 
stitutional.” 

INQUIRIES MADE ELSEWHERE 
developed that several of the leading liquor 
dealors are considering the advisability of 
converting their barrooms into wine rooms, 
Others will await the issue of the venture to 
be made by the Kimball house bar. « 

It was learned that the brewery will not 
continue its business without meeting with 
opposition from the city and county authori- 
ties; and it is also certain thatthe owners of 
the Kimball house bar will find themselves 
engaged in a lively fight before the sun goes 
down on the first of July. It is expected that 
every time they sell toa customer a glass of 
wine manufactured outside of Georgia, they 
will be stibjected toafine. Exactly what will 
be done in case an attempt is made to have the 
local option law declared unconstitutional, is 
not yetknown. It is known, however, that 
any euch attempt will be stoutly resisted.

lished that Gann received his injury in 1866. 

The other side of the story presents the case 
in a different light. 

Captain W. W. Paine, who was an officer in 
the First Georgia regiment, swears that Gann 
wasa soldier in that regiment. Dr. F. B. 
Palmer, who was adjutant of the regiment, 
and Captain G. W. Anderson, who commanded 
the company of which Gann was a member, 
swear that he was a soldier in the First Geor- 
gia regiment, and that he was detailed to do 
military railway service in Georgia in 
1864, These sworn statements were 
used by Gann in obtaining payment fromthe 
fund to provide maimed confederate soldiers 
with artificial arms and legs. In the affidavit 
of Dr. Palmer and Captain Anderson it is pos- 
itively stated that Gann received an injury in 

_a railroad accident at Macon on the third of 
September, 1864, which made the amputation 
ef his leg necessaty. Gann himself declares 
that an engine ran over his foot, rendering the 
amputation of the heel necessary. After- 
wards, the injured foot become inflamed and 
gave him so much trouble that, in 1866, it was 
necessary to have another amputation per- 
formed, It was the second amputation, he 
claims, which was performed by Dr. Roagh. 
Gann also declares that he will be able to 
prove all he claims. Asto the Rock mill, he 
claims that it was built before the war. 

One of the women who made the affidavit 
that Gann was injured ina railroad accident 
in 1866 is his aunt. This fact causes his friends 
to believe that the affidavit was the result of 
malice originating in a family row. It is 
alleged by some of his friends that Gann will 
sue the Macon paper for sixty thousand dollars’ 
ne, upon the ground that it has libeled 

im,

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TOLD BY A NEGRO WHO IS FOUND 
“DANGBROUSLY WOUNDED. 
er Reena chen EN SEE 
A White Man, Mean Enough to Rob « Setting Hen 
is Found and Arrested—He is Charged with 
Burgiary—Two Convicts Escspe from 
Donaldson—A Lost Girl, Btc., Btc. 


The police department is very much exer- 
cised over a dangerously wounded negro, who 
has just been discovered on Fort street. 

The negro is known as Jim Simmons. 

Simmons’s home ison Fort street, but sev- 
eral months ago he left Atlanta to take up his 
abode in Alabama. Sunday night Patrolman 
Gloer was approached by a negro woman, who 
informed him that she knew where a negro 
man who was dangerously wounded was con- 
cealed, and that he declined to explain how 
he received his wound. The woman, how- 
ever, declined to pilot the patrol- 
man to the wound man’s 
hiding place at that time, or to tell where it 
was. On yesterday morning, Patrolman Gloer 
related his information to Acting Chief Crim, 
and was instrocted to investigate the matter. 
He began working on it at once, and about 
noon succeeded in ascertaining that the woun- 
ded darky was on Fort street. He then took 
the street from one end to the other, and by 
going through every house, finally found the 
man, whom he knew at a glance to be Jim 
Simmens. Simmons, however, denied his 
neme when the patrolfman first spoke to him, 
but in a short time admitted it. When 
questioned as to the cause of 
his wounds, Simmons said that 
he had been shot in Birmingham, Ala. He 
cays that he had been working in Birming- 
ham, and that about a week ago he was taken 
for another darky and shot by an officer, and 
that the mistake was discovered after he had 
been wounded, and that the officer sent him 
to his home in order to get him out of the 
way. Simmons’s story is not believed. in po- 
lice cireles, and Acting Chief Crim has written 
to Birmingham to ascertain whether any such 
shooting as the negro describesever occurred 
in that city. 

One night about two weeks ago several 
pistol shots were fired on Fort street, 
near Simmonss home, but the  patrol- 
men who heard the shots and attempted to 
investigate the affair were unable to ascertain 
anything. The next day the officers were re- 
liably informed that two men had engaged in 
a shooting scrape the previous night, but on 
account of obstacles thrown in their way by 
persons who were posted the officers were un- 
able to learn anything. It is now believed 
that Simmons was one of the parties engaged 
in that affray. 


He Robbed a Hen. 


The man who is mean enough to rob a set- 
ting hen of her eggs has been found. 

His name is Tom Green, and he isa white 
man. 

Green is an ex-convict, and has been out of 
the chaingang only a short time. Early 
yesterday morning he went into the extreme 
northern portion of the city, and after making 
a careful survey of the grounds selected a 
house, which he approached. The doors and 
windows were all closed, and the house ap- 
peared to be deserted. The desertion was ap- 
parentiy just what Green wanted, for with a 
large stick he broke a lock and prized 
open adoor. He then entered the house, and 
after securing everything of value, started to 
leave. In leaving the house he started out of 
the back door, and in the kitchen came upona 
hen on a nest of eggs. The hen had been 
there several days, and Green had a 
curiosity to see how many eggs 
she was caring for. He lifted her 
from the nest, and was severely pecked about 
she hand in accamplishing the task, and then 
picked up the eggs, ard throwing them against 
the wall of the main hall, broke them. Green 
seemed thoroughly satisfied with the destruc- 
tion and left, but as. he went 
away he was seen by some one who 
recoguized him, Information of the burglary 
was at oncé transmitted to police headquar- 
ters by telephone, and Mounted Officers Al- 
dridge and Harris weresent out. At the 
house they secured a good clue to Green and 
ran him down. Heis now behind the bars 
charged with burglary. 


Struck on the Head With a Stone. 


Arch Hill, an old Atlanta boy, who came 
east from California two days ago, |was ‘se- 
verely wounded by some unknown person 
last night. Hill has been in California 
for the past two years, and_ since 
his return home has been kept busy renewing 
old acquaintances. About nine o’clock last 
night as he was on his way home he encoun- 
tered a couple of old friends, near the Hous- 
ton street bridge, with whom he stopped to 
talk. While the trio were talking some un- 
known person hurled 4 large 
stone at them. The stone struck Hill 
on the head and knocked him senseless. His 
companions picked him up, and when he re- 
vived aided him to adrug store where his 
wound was examined and dressed. The stone 
had cut an ugly wound on topof the head 
from which the blood flowed profusely. 
Neither of the gentlemen composing the 
party had any idea from whencethe stone 
came. The matter was reported at police 
headquarters and detectives are now investi- 
gating it.

They beg you to believe that they are moved 
to this course by the conviction thatit will be 
promotive of the ~ genie enjoymentand increas- 
ed usefulness of al ging andthat the bodily 
separation will result in binding us more closely 
together in the bonds of Christian fellowship and 
brotherly love. 

It is hardly necessary to assure you that they 
will not cease to feel the liveliest interest ia your 
welfere and prosperity: that they will rejoice with 
you in ¢i] your successes in advancing our com- 
mon cause, and be ready to co-operate with you, 
as occasion mmay serve, in every good word and 
work, earnestly desiring that you will bid them a 
hearty God-speed, and permit them to bear to 
theirnew home and to the arduous labors to 
whicb they go your warm brotherly sympathies, 
your best wishes and ardent prayers.

Why the Evidence in the Armstrong Case 
Does Not Sell. 

The controversy over the testimony in the 
Armstrong case has assumed a new phase. 

Yesterday a member of the Episcopal church 
stopped a CONSTITUTION reporter on Whitehall 
street, and said: 

‘Have you heard the latest about the Arm- 
strong case?” 

‘‘That depends upon what is the latest.” 

‘‘Well, have you heard anything about the 
course Dr. Armstrong’s friends are pursuing 
in regard to the printed testimony in his 
case?’ 

*No; what have you heard” 

“Why, Dr. Armstrong’s friends are boycot- 
ting the testimony. I mean, they have com- 
bined with each other notto buy the book con- 
taining it which was compiled by Bishop 
—— and printed by James P. Harrison 
& Co,.”’ 

“How do you know they are doiug that?” 

“I have been informed that James P. Har- 
rison & Co. have sold very few copies of the 
book, and itis alleged that the reason why 
this is so is becanse Dr. Armstrong’s friends 
are boycotting it.”’ 

“What is their reason for boycotting it?” 

“Because they claim it does not contain all 
the ape that were used in Dr. Armstrong's 
trial.” 

‘Well, is that true?’’ 

“T was not present while the trial was in 
progress, and therefore do not know whether 
it is true or not. I understand that Gover- 

or Bullock says it is, and that he has pub- 
lished a pamphlet containing the suppressed 
papers. I have not seen the pamphlet.’ 

“Are you boycotting it?” : 

“Ob, no, I haven't seen it becanse I haven’t 
lcoked forit.

The punishment 
for forge y is not more than $500 nor not less 
than two years or more than five at bard la- 
bor. White, it is understood, can be prosé- 
cutcd for violating section 5469—stealing let- 
fers with valuable contexts.
